The Examiner has withdrawn the rejection of Claims 1-14 under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
as failing to comply with the enablement requirement, in view of Applicant's remarks, 
with respect to claimed limitation, "the stress to which the mobile-telephone under test is 
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subjected is influenced in a targeted manner the number of transmission blocks of a 
multi-block", as recited in the independent claims 1 , 9. 

The Examiner has withdrawn the rejection of Claims 1-14 under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite, in view of Applicant's remarks, with respect to 
the phrases "in a manner such" and "targeted manner", as recited in the independent 
claims 1, 9. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-31 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior arts of record taken alone or in combination fail to teach, anticipate, 
suggest or render obvious a method and apparatus for determining an error rate in a 
data transfer to a mobile-telephone device, including among other limitations, a number 
of transmission blocks "specified in a manner such that the stress to which the mobile- 
telephone under test is subjected is influenced in a targeted manner between one 
transmission block per multiblock and all of the transmission blocks of the multiblock, 
wherein a multiblock includes a fixed number of transmission blocks", as recited in the 
independent Claim 1, 9, 15, 19, 22, 25, 27. 

Consequently, Claims 1-31 are allowed over the prior arts of record.
